Sir Alexander Campbell inlrodiiccHl in 
the Senate a few days ago a bill entitled 
"An Act Respecting Canned Goods." 
Tho bill provides that, except in the case 
of goods packed previ<iusly to the piissing 
of this act, every package of canned goods 
sold or olTered for sale in Canada after 
tho Grst of .laiiiiary, IHStl, ,ihall have at- 
tached thereto or inipriiited thereon a la- 
bel or stamp sotting forth in legible char- 
acters the name and adilresa of the oer~ 
son, firm or company by wliom the same 
was packed, or of Lbe dealei who .stdl-i the 
same or olier.s it for .siile, and tli:it every 
such package roiil ai 111 iig "mIs prepareil 
for products which have been di ied pre- 
viously to Ijeiug so prepared, .shall 111 ad 
dttion bo labelled or s'aniped willi tho 
word "Soaked." The penalty incurred 
by any person violating any provision of 
this section is fur the lirst othiiice two 
dollars for every package, and for subse- 
quent oH'ciiou not les.i than f.uir dollars 
..nor more than twenty, 'i'he governor iii- 
oouncil may declare certain sized pack- 
ages to bo the standi.rd size, and afier the 
publication in the Canada (ia/.ette of .iiu'li 
standard size every person wlm places (Jii 
any package containing goods or articles 
in respect of which such Bt.andarl size has 
been so eatabliahcd, and which package 
does not correspond with the standard 
size, any label, stamp, or mark purporting 
to specify the ([uantity or weight of the 
contents or the size of tho package, shall 
incur a penalty of twenty- live cents for 
each packaae in respect of which the pro- 
viaiona of tlii^ section have been violated. 
Anybody who fals(dy represents the ipiaii- 
tity or weight of tho contents or the .• i/.e 
of any such packago shall iiwur a penalty 
of two dollarH for each [lackage, |)rovidod 
always that tho vaiiatiiui of one-half 
ounce in tho pound sh.all not be deemed 
a viidation of the provisions of this sec- 
tion. The penalty fur falsely represent- 
ing tho dato of the original packing is 
two dollars per package. These provis- 
ions shall not apply to such foreign goods, 
not put up in Canada, as are excepted 
from the operation (.f this act l)y the 
govern or- ill -cue 11 oil. 



courte.sy might have prompted Mr. Gilmor 
to allow the lUeiubers from liritish Colum- 
bia to know what was going on there, and 
what waa best for their jirovince.

England of the inipt rial federation league 
has extended tu Canada. .\ meeting has 
just been held in tho capital, at which 
many senators and meinbers of parlia- 
ment were present, for tho purpose of 
taking steps to further the objects of tho 
league in bringing tho mother country 
and the Culuiiies into closer union. The 
federal idea is a i;raiid one, and no patriot 
of tho British race but can feel a thrill of 
pride at the thought of our becoming one 
united empire, powerful enough to stand 
out agaiiiHt the world, 'l'he movement is 
still in Its embryo stages; but there is no 
telling to what magnitude it may attain. 
There are iiiiniy dilliculties in the way of 
the proposed federation; several plans 
have already been HUggested as to lunv it 
should be consumniateti, but it can only 
be by yeara of patient work and discuaaion 
that we can evolve a plan satisfactory to 
all tho contracting parties In the mean- 
time the gri)Und ia being cleared. Wo, in 
Canada, h.ive got our own con federatiol., 
.•iiid the AiiHtralian cobuiios are just fol- 
lowing suit. This is all [ireparatory work. 
Then tho Icaguu urgani'/.atiun is actively 
influeucii)g public opinion in England, 
and at tho iiieetiiig held at LUtawa the 
other day it was unanimously deci.icd to 
assonible in Montreal on tho 9th of May 
for the purpost^ of foriiiiiig a Canadian 
branch of the league. Our reiireaeiita- 
tive, Mr. Baker, is taking an active in- 
terest in the movement, and ho is an- 
nounced as one of the speakers at the 
public mooting to be hold at Ottawa to 
further the objects of tho federalists.

-The trial of (Jiiii- 
ningham and liiirton at the old hailey 
waa brought to a ciuicliiaion to day. The 
court room was crowded with people to 
hear tho judge's charge and siic tlie ter- 
mination of the case. Aiuoni; the nola- 
bles present were the lord mayor and 
United States minister Phelps. Tluire 
wore many ladies in the ruinii. Tho pri« 
oners had a worn anil aiixioii:i luuk, and 
f..ll(iwcd .liiilge llawkiii.i' i^h.ir^e with in 
tense intioest. The drift of the eh.irge 
waa clearly agiiiiist thu priaoneis. The 
judge bogan by explaining the nature of 
the accusation and expounded the luw on 
tho subject. Tho judgo drew attontiini 
to the fact that Ouuningbaiii and lUirtoii 
had frecpiently been seen together, and 
dwelt upon their coniuictiun with the 
trunk, wdnit they hail told their land- 
ladies about it and the very uii.Hatisfaclu 
ry information Hurtuii h.id given (if his 
ruliitiiins thereto. 

The jury then retired. They reiiiainod 
out not longer than tifteeii uniiiitos and 
returned with a verdict of guilty against 
both prisoners. The court at once sen- 
tenced both men to penal servitude for 
life. Tho announcement of this sonteiioo 
was received by tho spectators witli ap- 
plause, which tho court aupiircsaod. Mr. 
Phelps sat beside Justice Hawkins wdiih^ 
he was senteiioiiig Chmniiigham and Poir- 
ton. .lustice llawkiiis, Jii charging the 
jury, said the prisoners had been ably de- 
fended and thai their trial hsd boett fairly 
conducted. The bag and cont found at 
Charing Cross railway st;<.tioii had been 
identified beyond ipiestion us the proper- 
ty of liiirton, liiirtoii's slatenieiit, 111 
which he adniittud the two haija at .South- 
am|)ton, waa incoiiHiateiit with that of thu 
defoncu, which denied ho had been at 
Southampton at the thno he bought tho 
bags. Burton's statomont of how ho had 
come into possossifpii of the Cunniniihani 
trunk was unsatisfactory. Il was a re- 
markable circimistaiice that the prisoners 
had both iiifurmed llieir respective land- 
ladies, one, that a friend was comini; 
for tho trunk, and tho other that 
iio expected to have a trunk. Tho strength 
of tho case against Cunningham was his 
presence in tiie town at the time (,f llie 
explosion, coupled with tho discovery of 
the detonator in his trunk. Jn sentencing 
tho prisoners .lustice H.nvkins said 
they liad boon convicred of a crime as 
bad, wicked and cruel as had ever entered 
tho head of man. It coidd le t be too 
well known that neither Her Mnjeaty the 
yneen nor her advisers could bo intim- 
idated by any such means. Thu humanity 
of those in charge of the pruaecution 
alone prevented them indicting the 
prisoner; for high treason, on conviction 
of which their lives would liave been 
forfeited.

DIKECTORS ANNUAL REPORT. 

Gentlemen, — In presenting our Ixeport for LSS4, wv. luu o to int'onn you tliat both the Hospital a.s 
well a.s the Couvalescent Home, ha.s Ix'en durinir the year nearly always a.s full as the aecomniodations would 
permit, and at tiiiieK during the wiiitt'c- every a\ ailal)le space was uceupieil, the large additions to our popula- 
tion Loth i'ro;u foreign a.s well us provincial, is ta.King our sjjace and resources to the utmost limit, and 
provision must soon be made for greater accommodationa and more funds, if the institution ia to be kept 
pace with the growing requirements. 

Since the last annual meeting Mr. Peter Haack, who had tilled the office of Steward, vrm recommended 
to resign, and on 3rd September, Mr. and Mrs, Jamieson were temporally appointed as Steward and Matron, 
and on Oct. Ist their appointments wore confirmed. 

The Directors have during the past year made enquiries for the purpose of accepting the proposal 
• ^de by H. C. Beeton, Esq., the Provincial agent in lingland, towards erecting a modern Hospital, but have 
'f(Aind great difficulty in obtaining suitable grounds in or near the City, the present location being con.sidered 
not entirelv suitable, the question being of moment will be a subject for the consideration of the new Boaid 
of Directors. 

The Hospital has been kept in eflicient condition, and the visiting Surgeon has been attentive and 
active in his iluties. 

The report of the Treasurer which accomjianies this, will sliow that although economy ha.s been 
practiced, that the increased sickness conseipient u])on the growth of the City shows conclusively that more 
funds will be required for u.se of the next year, to keep the institution up to its present excellent stanilard. 

The Medical Officer has attended and disponseil medicines to about 300 in and out patients, showing 
that much good work has been achieved. 

On 31st December the Board of Directors met with a severe loss in the death of the late Peter 
McQuade, a good co-worker who was always ready to give time and assistance. The (Jovernment appointeil 
Mr. T. Lubbe to till the vacancy. 

The Directors are of opinion that the contract system for the supply of one year for groceries, beef 
and coal should be adopted. 

The Directors beg to thank the Vancouver Coal Company and Messrs. Dunsmuir for their generous 
donations of coal, and to man 3' ladies and gentlemen for their support of the institution.

Respectimd the Fire Limits, Wooden 
Buildings, and the Storage of hay 
AND Straw. 

IN. AMENDMENT OF THE EXIST- 
ing Hy Laws bo it enacted by the 
Mayor and Council of the Corporation of 
thu City of Victoria as follows: 

1. Section 2 of "The By-Law for Pro- 
hihitinu the Ercotinn of Wooden Build- 
iiii!8, 187'J, Amendment By-Law 1883" is 
hereby rii pealed, and in lieu thereof the 
following aubatituted : 

"2. That portion of the City of Yic- 
luria wliich ia contained within thu limits 
hereinafter described, namely — commenc- 
ing at the northwest corner of lot 127, 
thence running easterly along the north- 
ern boundary of the said lot to Store 
atreet, thence eaaterly across Store atreot, 
in a atraight line to the centre of Ki.i- 
gard atreet, thence eaaterly alouL' the 
centre nf Fi.sgarii street to the centre of 
Douglas atreet, thuucu southerly along the 
centre of Douglas street to the centre of 
Courtenay atreet, thence along the cuntro 
of Courtenay atreet to the northeaat cor- 
ner lot 8, thence along llio northern bnun- 
dary of lot S to tliu .slioro of Victoria liar- 
bor, thence along the shore line of Vic- 
toria Harbor to llie point of commence- 
ment, — is hereby declared to bo wiiliin 
the Fire Limits of the said eity." 

'2. No addition to or alteration of any 
wooden building within the said fire Inn- 
it.H shall be made. 

;i. No building otlier than with main 
walla of brick, iron or stone, and rooting 
of incombusitiblu material, shall be erected 
or placed within the said fire limits. 

4. It shall bo lawful for the Mayor and 
Council of the said city to authorize by 
resolution any ofTicer therein named to 
pull diiwn or remo.o any building which 
shall have l)eei\ constructed or placed in
